| Genoa. 

The air has been humming with rumours 
of Mr Lloyd George’s resignation. Every 
day the Coalition Government has been 
tottering to its fall; every morning the 
newspapers have been scanned for the 
news that the Premier had given up the 
fight. When it was announced that he 
proposed to take the bull by the horns and 
demand & vote of confidence in person 
public interest rose to fever heat. Would 
he be able once again to snatch a brilliant 
victory from the fires of defeat ? Could 
he persuade the House of Commons to give 
him a mandate for his Genoa policy? Now 
the long-awaited speech is over; the vote 
of confidence has been passed by a majority 
at which even Mr. Lloyd George cannot 
grumble; and he will leave for Genoa on 
Friday. It is true that the Conservative 
members of the Cabinet have managed to 
restrict his powers to a certain extent ; 
but, for all practical purposes, Mr. Lloyd 
George’s object has been achieved. He has 
succeeded in steering & course between the 
Tory “Die-hards”’ and the Labour ex- 
tremists, Apparently, he has been able to 
overcome the scruples of Mr. Winston 
Churchill in regard to the Bolsheviks, For 
all that, however,.his speech cannot be 
called a success. 

Every intelligent man in these islands 
recognises that the Genoa Conference 
is not only desirable; but essential 
to Europe’s recovery. The principal 
objection to the Premier's policy, as 
enunciated at Boulogne, is that, by accept- 
ing the French veto on the discussion of 
existing treaties and reparations, he has 
rendered the Conference virtually im- 
potent before it has begun. On this aspect 
of the case he had not much to say. He 
argued that, apart from any remission of 
a portion of Germany’s debt, the damage 
which was done in the war would remain ; 
and, if the Germans do not make it good, 
the burden will fall uyon France and her 
Allies. All that is quite true, but the 
original purpose of inviting the Germans 
to Genoa was merely to discuss ways and 


modalités of the London arrangement must 
be regarded as sacrosanct, and there is 
no doubt at all that they are impracticable. 
On this point Mr. Lloyd George has capi- 
tulated to the “Die-hards,’’ and his argu- 
ments in favour of the French attitude 
were palpably weak. He was con-. 
vineing when he spoke of the complete 
breakdown of credit, currency, and ex- 
changes, He failed altogether to satisfy 
his audience when he tried to prove 
that such evils could be remedied without 
some revision of the series of “settle- 
ments’’ which have been largely re-

Canadian Cattle. 


‘Mr. de Valera can dispose of awkward 
facts by refusing to admit that, they exist ; 
but this resource is denied to the average 
man, In the near future Great Britain 
may take an unpleasant way of reminding 
us that, though we are now a Free State, 
we remain largely dependent on her good- 
will. A Royal’ Commission recently re- 
commended the lifting of the embargo on 
Canadian cattle. Its report was snubbed, 
however, by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
and the Irish farmer relapsed into his 
customary security. Now we learn that 
the danger is not dead ; indeed, it is more 
menacing than ever. Evidently powerful 
agencies have been putting: quiet, but 
strong, pressure on the British Govern- 
ment. Mr. Chamberlain announced yes- 
terday that the question would be revived 
in the House of Commons after Easter, 
and that the Government's policy would be 
decided by the Houses free vote. In 
other words, Irelamd’s virtual monopoly 
of the store cattle trade with Great 
Britain may not survive the summer 
holidays. To-day all the props which 
buttressed the embargo for so many 
years have - ‘disappeared. There is no 
Nationalist Party in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. The Irish farmer's prosperity has 
ceased to concern the British tax-collector. 
When the question is raised again the 
only bulwark against English demo- 
cracy’s demand for cheaper meat will be 
the extent of the House s desire to be- 
friend Ireland. The result of the voting 
may depend largely on events in this 
country during the next few weeks. 


Germany’s Troubles, 


The advent of spring brings with it 
little promise of ease or joy to the people 
of Germany this year.” All Fools’ Day 
has been the signal for a sudden rise in 
the price of every kind of commodity and 
service. House rents have flown up to 90 
per cent. higher than they were last week, 
while taxes and the price of light also 
have suffered a heavy increase. White 
bread is 20 per cent. dearer than it was a 


per cent, more costly. The alarming 
situation is due partly to the publication 
of the Budget, in which there is the 
enormous deficit of nearly two hundred 
milliards of marks. It is due also to the 
wanton issue of paper money by the Cer- 
man Government and the consequent de- 
preciation in the purchasing power of the 
mark.. The prospect from every point of 
view is very gloomy. For the | crá 
man expenses will be nearly doubled. 
The price of i has been. increased 


100 per cent telephone charges by 
130 per cent. The housewife must pay 25 
cent; more for milk, and for butter 
another 35 per cent. All the necessaries 
and luxuries of life have become much 
dearer, and the German citizen will find 
it difficult to live. With the exchange at 
the enormous level of about 1,300 to the 
£ sterling, Germany’s foreign trade, and, 
therefore, the economic structure of the 
whole European system, are in grave 
danger.

It was early morning yet. 
all without their brilliance. The sky was hazy 
end the clouds brownish, as with a bord 
sunrise. The figures of the men and oxen pass- 
img along the raised dyke were silhouetted 

ainst the mist—a slow procession of grey 
shadows. In the field beside the line a man 
es turning black earth, ploughing 
slowly w as his ancestors had 
of years before him. 
women, shapeless masses in black, with 
rnaments in nose and ear, sat huddled 
g old mealy heads and sorted out the iast 
few cones of maize which had been missed in the 
first picking. Beside the station house the filth 
of a farm yard drained into a hollow, and there 
was the old familiar smell of farm yards. A 
cow was nosing among old stalks, and_on the 
edge of the ‘hollow sat a weman underneath a 
tamarisk tree, with a child, in a pink frock 
falling over her Countless sparrows 
twittered in the lhe of the tamarisk, and 
the wagtail, the father of walking, trippled in 
the muck. 

The train was well over-due—we had been sit- 
ting on the line for about twenty minuies— 
when the stationmaster said to me: “ You want 
to go to Fayoum? ”’ Yes, I did. “ You must 
wait a long time yet,” he said. Then he made 
me at length understand that the train had 
not come from Fayoum to Lahun yét—there 
had been an accident of eoife sort—then it had 
to turn round and come back from Lahun, so 
that, as he repeated, I had a long time to wait 
yet. He suggested we might go and see the 
Omdan-—the beadman of the village of Lahun, 
who lived quite close—and then come back in 
an hour or so when the train might be coming. 
So we crossed over the fields to the Omdan's 
house: 

We came into a sort of vestibule. The 
stationmaster waved to me to sit down while he 
went and looked for the Omdan. It was the 
most curious room Í had. ever been in, In 
shape it was like the porch entrance to an old 

Enghish church, low walls, with sharply-pointed 
na. the beams of which were roughly carved 
and painted in gaudy colours. The walls were 
hung with bright patchwork cloths, embroidered 
with Arabic texts, and against the hangings 
were nailed china plaques, such: as one 
sees especially in Germany, of a shepherdess 
beside a stream or a Swiss boy astride the side 
of a mountain. Sparrows fluttered in and out, 
perching on the plaques, thé beams of the 
roofs, and the top o the cuckoo-clock. 

While I was looking round, an old woman 
came in, set a great piece of jam tart in front 
of me, and disappeared. I st to eat it. 
Presently the stationmaster returned, followed 
by the Onmidan, a man of about thirty- tive, 
with a greasy face, small, close eyes, and a 
loose mouth full of gold stopped teeth. He 
was dressed in a gay native skirt, and a soiled 
European jacket, and looked as if he had just 
got up from sleeping in his clothes. He vas 
enchanted to see me, he said, and very pleased 
that I liked the tart. It was from Cairo. He 
talked in French about Egypt compared with 
England, a conversation full of long pauses, in 
which the stationmaster and he would hegiu 
talking to each other in Arabic, then break 
off with a remark to me, which would : be 
followed by another long payse. But there was 
no awkwardness in the silences. We drank our 
coffee, and the sparrows chirped on the plaques 
and in the roof beams. 

“You have a beautiful garden,” I said after 
one long pause. The Omdan at once clapped 
his hands, and spoke to a servant, who re- 
appeared in a moment with a bunch of roses. 
The Omdan rose and Lyre toy them to me with 

a bow, and returning to his seat waved aside 
all thanks. 

At last the stationmaster said the train might 
soon be in, and we parted with many compli- 
ments. When the train came, the station- 
master opened the door, and dusted the seat. 

“ May Allah grant we meet again,” he said, 
as he stood by the track, and salaamed till he 
was hidden by the tamarisk. Soon we were 
out in the bright desert, and I suddenly became 
aware of the scent of the roses, which for the 
moment I had forgotten, J. A. W.

There are occasions when one has no 
satisfaction in having been a true prophet. 
[ am sorry to say that the doubts | ex- 
pressed last. week as to the wisdom of the 
Prime Minister in moving his own resolu- 
tion were justified in the letter. As I write, 
the division has yet to take place, and 
it will, no doubt, result in a large majority 
for the Government ; but the speech itself 
will not add to the Prime Minister's 
reputation, or, I fear, establish his con- 
fidence in himself. 

His comparative failure was not due to 
any external cause. The House was well 
filled, both fioor and galleries. Except 
for the seat over the clock, which was lei! 
empty in case the Duke of York should 
arrive, there was hardly a vacant place 
in the Peers’ Gallery, where I noticed-the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of 
London, and Lords Wimborne MacDonnell, 
Cave, and Finlay. Mr. Bonar Law, who 
rarely visits the Commons nowadays, 
arrived after question-time, and took his 
seat at the corner of the third bench behinil 
Ministers. He was locking particularly 
well.

afterwards Mr. Lloyd 
George himself came in. Hé was greeted 
by encouraging cheers, but they did not 
change the expression of his face which 
was uncharacteristically dour and serious. 
He rose at four o'clock, and began by 
thanking the House for its indulgence 
during the holiday that he had been trying 
to enjoy and for not adding to the crisis 
with which he had been “pelted.” The 
resolution would furpish it with an. oppor:
